All Stakeholders are paid for developing the infrastructure of the network and get 
quarterly dividends. communities vote for the individuals they want to run the 
network and are called Representatives who get paid for their service. 


People’s vote strength is determined by how much Stake they hold in the Trust 
Ecosystem. This means that people who have higher Stake will influence the network 
more than people who have lower Stake.
